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JUDGE TELLS OF 
~ PLOT TO RUIN HIS 
POLITICAL CAREER 


M. A. Romjue of Macon, Mo., 
Asks for Federal Grand 
Jury Inquiry.

WOMAN SCHEME 


Her Part Was to Ensnare Jurist, 
but According to the Story 
She Turned Heroine. 


A melodramatic and extraordinary 


story which has been bubbling beneath 
Missouri Democratic politics for several 
days, came to the surface this morning 
when former Probate Judge M. A. Rom- 


jue of Macon came to St. Louis to de- 
mand a Federal grand jury investiga- 
tion into what he declares was a polit- 
{cal plot to ruin his reputation and 
break him politically. 

Judge Romjue is a candidate for the 
Democratic congressional nomination 
for the First District in competition 
with State Senator Walter Goodson and 
former State Chairman Harry M. Rupbey 
of his home town, Sidney F. Roy of 
Hannibal, State Senator Charles F. 
Carter of Clark County, Judge Charles 
Stewart and Assistant Attorney-General 
Rutherford of Knox County. 

Alleged Plot Folled. 

According to the Judge's story, the 
plan was to decoy him to Illinois with a 
young woman posing as a client in a 
law matter and then cause his arrest on 
a pretext that he had violated the Mann 
act. It is learned that the alleged plot 
was foiled through the refusal of the 
young woman to carry out her part of 
the arrangement when she learned what 
it was to be. 

The villain of the piece is supposed to 
be an enemy of Judge Romiue. Letters, 
which he is supposed to have written, 
together with affidavits of the young 
woman and her sister, through whom 
she became connected with the case, 
have been presented to United States 
District Attorney Oliver. 

‘Mra. C. M. James, Kansas City.” 

This evidence, together with reports 
of private detectives tends to show, the 
Post-Dispatch has learned from a well- 
informed source, the fllowing facts: 

The enemy wrote to a woman in St. 
Louis, who had been a stenographer in 
the employ of various political organi- 
gations, that he needed a handsome, at- 
tractiv: young woman oo undertake a 
Celicate and confidential mission, for 
which she would be well paid. She 
must be a person of great tact and dis- 
cretion. After canvassing the list of 
acquaintances, the stenographer decided 
that she could find no one better fitted 
for the job than her sister. After some 
correspondence, the sister was instruct- 
ect to go to Macon and register at a 
hotel] there as ‘‘Mrs. CC. M. James, Kan- 
eas City.” 

Spoke of Her Late “Husband.” 

“Mrs. James'’ apparently met all the 
requirements for the confidential agent. 
She wore widow's weeds and spoke de- 
murely of the late Mr. James, but not 
in such a way as would compel anybody 
to suppose that she would remain in- 
consolable forever. As she was mak- 
ing some inquiries as to her husband's 
supposed estate, it was natural that 
she should come in contact with the 
former Probate Judge. It had been ar- 
ranged that she should ask the Judge 
to recommend to her a competent law- 
yer for services outside of his court, 
the expectation being that Judge Rom- 
jue would name himself. 

In some way that has not become 
clear, the hitch came right along there. 
It seems, according to the story, that 
“Mrs. James’ was willing to play the 
confidential agent to a limited extent, 
but figuring as the lady in a Mann act 
case and trying to ruin in such a man- 
ner the reputation of the agreeable 
Judge, was beyond her limit. 

Woman Throws Up the Job. 

At any rate, she told Judge Romijue 
enough of what was going on to give 
him a start, and then she threw up 
the job. A St. Louls detective agenc; 
was employed to obtain copies of the 
original letters between the stenog- 
rapher, the stenographer’s sister and 
Judge Romjue’s enemy, as well as 
affidavits from the sisters. This, ii 
is said, hag been done, and _ these 
things make the bulk of the evidence 
that has been put before the District 
Attorney. 

Judge Romjue reached the city 
early this morning and immediately 
went into consultation with his at- 
torney, Joseph T. Davis, who returned 
last night from a trip to Texas. Nei- 
ther would make a statement about 
the case this morning, but both said 
they might do so later in the day. 

Judge Romijue is said to have ginen the 
#utiines of this story to politicans at a 
Democratic conference in Kirksville re- 
cently. Because of this it was whispered 
that he and another candidate for the 
nomination would withdraw, but the 
Judge declares he is more determined 
upon fighting through the primaries 
than ever.

BODY OF M. E. STONE’S SON 
WHO WAS ON LUSITANIA FOUND 


Comes Ashore at Mouth of River 
Shannon, 150 Miles From Where 
Liner Sauk. 


QUEENSTOWN, Ireland, July 21.—The 
body of Herbert S. Stone, son of Mel- 
ville’ E: Stone, general manager of the 
Associated Press, who was a Lusitania 
victim, has come ashore at Ballybun- 
nion, a small town at the mouth of the 
River ‘Shannon on the west coast of 
(ireland, about 150 miles from the point 
where the. Lusitania was sunk. The 
body has been fully identified by arti- 
cles upon the person, including a card 
case filled with cards, his watch and 
other belongings. 

Two more bodies of victims of the 
Lusitania disaster have been washed 
ashore on the County Clare coast. One 
of them is that of a stewardess and 
the other of a man. A passbook in the 
man's clothing contained a name which 
apparently is ‘“West.”’ 


PHILADBLPHIA, July 21.—A cable 
message received here told of the re- 
covery of the body of Harry J. Keser, 
« former vice president of the Pnitu- 
délphia National*Bank, one of the vic- 
tims of the Lusitania disaster. Tides 
washed the body far around Fastnet 
Rock and up on the coast of Kerry. 
Mrs. Keser also perished on the ship. 
Her body was recovered. 


ACCUSED OF KILLING 2 WIVES 


WICHITA, Kan., July 21.—A warrant 
charging first degree murder has been 
issued here for the arrest of George W. 
Ward, who is to be tried soon at West 
Plains, Mo., on a charge of murdering 
his wife and burning their home to hide 
the crime, near Willow Springs, Mo. 
last March. Ward's first wife was 
burned to death when a fire destrove. 
their home near Wichita In July, 1913. 

If Ward is acquitted of the murde: 
charge at West Plains, the arrest for the 
alleged murder of his wife in Wichita 
will be made, officers assert. If he is 
convicted, the warrant will 
in the hands of the Warden of the Mis- 
souri Penitentiary. 
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TRIKERS IN RIOT 
1 DEAD, MANY HURT 


Mob of Several Thousand At- 
tacks Police Guarding New 
Jersey Plant. 


TRY TO WRECK FIRE HOUSE 


Most Serious Clash Came When 
Men Discovered That Tide 
Water Oil Co. Plant Was 

in Operation. 


NEW YORK, July 21.—Serious riot- 
ing, in which one man, John Molosky, 


18 years old, was killed and nearly 


three score more or less seriously in- 
jured, marked the second day of the 
strike of workmen at the plant of tha 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey at 


Bayonne, N. J. 

The workers, most of whom are of 
foreign birth and unorganized, gathered 
at the gates of the plant at ‘an early 
hour, and disorder, which then began, 
lasted until nearly noon. At that time 
the police, assisted by Deputy Sheriffs 
and firemen,, brought the situation un- 
der temporary control at least. The 
police say several thousand persons 
took part in the attack. Of the 53 in- 
jured taken to the Bayonne Hospital, 
50 are men and boys who fought about 
the gates of the plant; the other three 
are policemen. 

Inspector Cady’s horse was shot from 
under him. Later the Inspector narrow- 
ly escaped serious injury when he was 
surrounded by rioters near a fire house 
where he had gone to stop an attack. 

Sheritf Addresses Crowd. 

Sheriff Eugene Kinkead of Hudson 
County arrived shortly affer noon and 
took command. In an endeavor. to 
bring an end to disorder by means of 
persuasion the Sheriff, soon after his 
arrival, rode in his automobile to a 
square, where a crowd of 500 persons 
were assembled to discuss the strike 
and watch the gates. 

Standing in his car, he addressed the 
crowd, telling them they must remain 
orderly and what his duties were in the 
situation. He called on every man who 
would obey him to hold up his hand 
and a majority did so. 

Sheriff Kinkead spoke for half an 
hour, and several times the men cheered 
his statements, especially his promise 
to do what he could to settle the dif- 
ficulty. The Sheriff said he was will- 
ing to meet representatives of the 
strikers, hear their grievances and do 
his best to bring about a settlement. 
In consideration of this, he asked the 
men to disperse peaceably to _ their 
homes, and they said they would do so. 
A committee of three was appointed by 
the men to meet Sheriff Kinkead later 
in the day. 

There were three separate attacks by 
the rioters today. The first was at the 
fire house of an engine company and 
here all the windows were broken, aft- 
er which the crowd moved on and at- 
tacked the police near the main gate of 
the Standard Oil plant. Three rioters 
were injured by bullets from the police- 
men’s pistols before the crowd left. 
Attack Plant That Was Running. 

The rioters then made their way to the 
plant of the Tidewater Oil Co., half a 
mile away, which remained in operation 
today thougn the strikers had been led 
to believe that the men there would join 
them today. As they approached the 
plant 1300 of the men there left their 
work and marched out to the crowd, but 
apparently this did not satisfy the riot- 
ers, as they made a rush at the police on 
guard. 

The most serious fighting of the day 
followed and it was during this attack 
that Molosky was killed and a majority 
of the injured received their wounds. 
The police at first, it is stated, fired over 
the heads of the rioters, but when this 
had no effect they shot directly into the 
crowd. Even this did not stop the rioters 
and the police were almost out of am- 
munition when help arrived and the sit- 
uation was brought under control.

The Germans are within 35 miles of 
Riga. Possession of Riga by the Ger- 
mans would force the Russian armies 
near Shavli and Mitau to retreat, as the 
Baltic port is their chief point of sup- 
The ambitious advance of the 
Germans in the Baltic provinces indi- 
cates they hope not only to capture 
Warsaw, but to cut off the retreat of 
the Russians by placing forces between 
the retiring armies and Petrograd. 

All these late advances place Grand 
Duke Nicholas, the Russian Command- 
er in Chief, in an embarrassing position. 
To risk obstinate resistance might im- 
peril his retreat, but it is pointed out 
here that such an extended Au:tro-Ger- 
man line may contain weak points, 
against which a counter move might be 
made, in the hope of saving the Polish 
capital. Military writers assert that the 
presence not only of landwehr, but of 
jandsturm troops in the German lines in- 
dicates the central Powers are exerting 
every resource to crush the Russians.

Russians Admit Germans Are Before 
Nove Georgievsk. 

PETROGRAD, July 21.—An official 
communication issued yesterday said: 

“The enemy’s advance continued Mon- 
day in the region of Riga and Shavii 
on the fronts of Grunhof-Zagory- 
Krupy. 

“In the transniemen region the enem) 
made partial attacks against the 
trenches of one of our regiments nortli- 
east of Suwalki, near the village of 
Gluboki, which have been disputed 
since last Wednesday. The enemy, as- 
sisted by numerous bhatteries, succeed- 
ed again in occupying certain trenches 
which we had captured from him the 
previous day. 

“On the Narew there has been light 
artillery fighting. Yesterday thee 
were some advance guard engagements. 

“Sunday the siege artillery from the 
fortress of Novo Georgievsk (2 miles 
northwest of Warsaw) = successfully 
bombarded the heads of the enemy's 
columns. 

“Between the Vistula and the Bug 
the enemy yesterday carefully ap- 
proached our new front. On the Bug 
the enemy's attacks in the Krylow- 
Sokal section continue. In the region 
of Sokal the enemy has extended his 
forces slightly on the right bank of the 
Bug. 

“On the Dniester, after 
fighting, we captured yesterday 600 pris- 
oners and five machine guns.”’

‘In the Vosges there were lively in- 
fantry actions yesterday and last night 
on the heights overlooking the eastern 
side of the valley of Fecht. From the 
north we obtained possession of part 
of the German defensive works, pro- 
gressing particularly within a _ short 
distance of the La Lingue. 

“Thirty-eight aviators yesterday bom- 
barded the station of Coiflans in Gar- 
nay, an important junction. Three shells 
6f 15 millimeters each (about six 
inches) and four of 9 millimeters fell 
directly on the station. The engine 
shed was struck by a 155-millimeter 
shell. Three enemy aviators were put 
to flicht by our scouting aeroplanes ac- 
companying the squadron. One enemy 
machine was compelled to land. Two 
of our aeroplanes yesterday again bom- 
barded Colmar station (in Upper Al- 
sace). Four shells of 155 millimeters 
and four of 9% millimeters fell on the 
tracks.”’

Flour-Laden Ships. 
PETROGRAD, July 21.—The follow-

When we got back 
here I expected Harry to introduce me 
to some of the people he knew. But he 
wouldn't. and he even insisted on keep- 
ing our marriage secret for a while. 

“As he didn’t provide me with ac- 
quaintances I thought he should not ob- 
ject to sorne of my own former acquaint- 
ances coming to see me. But the first 
time a wor'nan friend of mine called, 
Harry ordered her out. He charges in 
his petition that I nad objectionable as- 
sociates, but the fact is that he didn't 
let me hav2 any associates, and that 
those I wanted to have were not ob- 
jectionable.

I .was very much 4n_ need 
of clothes, and I made the best use I 
could of the money—bought this suit I 
am wearing now, among other things. 
But when I got home with only $65 left 
out of the $100 he was so enraged that 
he packed up and went to French Lick, 
Ind. Later he sent for me to go over 
there, and gave me $35, but I spent quite 
a little of that for things that he needed. 

“I am sorry that Harry charged me 
with refusing to prepare his meals. I 
used to prepare nice meals, but most 
of the time he wouldn’t be there to eat 
them. The money that he spent dining 
out, and getting no better meals than 
the ones I cooked at home, would have 
enabled me to hire a servant. But I 
never complained to him about not hav- 
ing one. The housework wasn't hard, 
and I’m strong and healthy. 

“Harry took most of his things away 
from the flat, but he left two paintings 
there, and I may have to sell them.

Afterwards, she sald, 
she had not tried to interpret the views 
of those officials, but had sought to 
give the President an inside view of 
the European situation as shé had found 
it. 


President Deeply Interested. 
The President asked Miss Addams 


many questions and showed deep inter- 
est in the information she brotight. In 
a general way her facts agreed with 
information brought by Col E. M. 
House and other close friends, who 
have been keéping the President tn- 
formed of the Européan situation. Miss 
Addams made no prediction as to th* 
probable duration of the war, and pre- 
sented no peace plans. 

“T understand that Holland and oth- 
er neutral nations have offered to med4i- 
ate between the warring nations,” said 
Miss Addams, ‘‘and Pope Benedict also 
is anxious to do something. What will 
come of these offers and of the offer 
of the United States I cannot predict 
at this time.”’

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“Barney”’ Bertsche, Called From 
Joliet, Says He Paid Chicago 
Lieutenant $100 a Month. 


CHICAGO, July 21.—Further detaiis of 
the alleged protection of the clairvéyant 
and wiretappers’' ring by members of 
the Police Department were given by 
Christian R. (Barney) Bertsche, poli- 
ticlan, saloon keeper and self-confessed 
‘fixer’ for crooks, when he resumed his 
testimony today in the trial of former 
Detective Sergeants William Egan and 
Walter O’Brien, charged with having ac- 
cepted bribes. Bertsche was brought 
from Joliet prison to testify. 

Bertsche said he had known former 
Police Lieutenant Tobin 10 years and 
that one day Tobin, now under indict- 
mént, asked him to have a clairvoyant 
known a8 Carlos de Alvandros taken 
care of. 

Paid Tébia $100 a Month. 

“I told Tobin that I would take care 
of him,” said Bertsche. 

“Take care of whom?” “Lieut. Tobin. 
Il agreed to give him $100 a month and 
s pald the money about thé ist of each 
month.”’ 

The witness said he remembered when 
Mrs. Hope L. McEldowney of La Crosse, 
Wis., was swindled out of $15,500 by 
clairvoyants. Bertsche identified a draft 
for $12,000 given by Mrs. McEldowney 
to James Ryan at the time she was de- 
frauded. 

“Ryan told me he got the money 
from Mrs. McEldowney by agreeing 
to invest it in mining stocks,” said 
Bertsche. “Once he gave her $1000 
to show her he was trustworthy.” 

The witness said Mrs. Mary £5, 
Rapp of Naperville, Ill., was swindled 
by Ryan out of $12,000 in the samé 
manner. 

Told Ryan About Frauds, 

“Did you talk to the défendant 
O’Brien about these women being 
swindled?” “Yes, I told him about it 
in advance.” 

Bertsche said that on one oecasion 
O’Brien complained he was not get- 
ting enough money, that other clair- 
voyants had offered him 41000 a 
month for protection. 

“I told him they would give him 
that sum for a month,” said Bertsché, 
“end then forget abotit him, and 
that he better stick to the old 
crowd.” 

The witness could not remember 
to how mtich the extra money 
amounted. “Once a complaint came 
from New York about Frank Ryan,” 
Bertsthe said, “and former Police 
Captain John J. Halpin said we had 
better put somebody in his place for 
awhile, and wé had the door >a act.”

Becker said that he had kept his promise up to the time of the 


making of his plea for executive clemency. 


Becker’s statement made no disclosures of police graft but gave an 


account of his movements on the night of the murder. 


Martin H, Manton of Becker's counsel, 
has announced that proceedings will be 
started in a day or two in application 
for a new trial for Becker on the 
grounds of newly discovered evidence. 
The nature of the evidence was not dis- 
closed. It was reported that friends of 
Sullivan have offered to make affidavits 
substantiating in part the story which 
Becker told. 

W. Bourke Cockran, one of Becker's 
attorneys, who prepared a portion of the 
statement to the Governor, said it had 
been decided to take this action in order 
to avoid a delay in first appealing to a 
supreme court justice for a new trial. 
“Becker is ready to die. He does not 
ask favors of anyone, but he wants to 
prove his innocence,” Cockran said. 

Story in Own Handwriting. 

Becker's statement, done in his own 
handwriting, is a chronological history 
told in plain language of what he says 
were his dealings with Rosenthal and 
the others mentioned in the murder 
case. This communication was accom- 
panied by a copy of the argument used 
by Bourke Cockran before United States 
Supreme Court Justice Hughes for a 
writ of error. The latter document was 
included in the documents ‘sent to the 
Governor in order that he might know 
the grounds on which Cockran sought 
a writ of error. 

Becker says it is common report that a 
sum of money was raised, presumably 
by Rose, from the gamblets to get Ro- 
senthal away. Rosenthal refused the 
sum offered but consented to go for a 
larger sum. It is said that it was for 
this larger sum that he was waiting at 
the Hotel Metrorole when he was shot. 
Becker adds that if it could be shown 
that Rose had been entrusted with a 
sum of money to be given Rosenthal it 
would shed a flood of light on thé whole 
trahsaction and would explain the 
source of $1900 which Rose admitted had 
been paid to the gunmen. 

The state:nent is accompanied by a 
supplemental document, also framed by 
Becker, and reaily a part of his story, 
but revised somewhat by his attorneys. 
In this second statement the condemned 
man declares at one point that, if he is 
to die, he is as ready now to meet his 
fate as he has any reason to think he 
ever will be. He adds that there is only 
one service that can be rendered him 
now and that is aid in finding evidence 
which will establish hia innocence, and 
continues: 

Association With Jack Rose. 

Becker expldins his associations with 
Jack Rose by saying that his “only in- 
terest was in maintaining Rose’s use- 
fulness as a stool pigeon in securing ev!- 
dence against gambling houses. He 
tells of the partnership existing be- 
tween Rose and Rosenthal in a gam- 
bling house until after they had a dif- 
ference and became enemies. It was 
with this gambling house that Becker 
connects the name of “Big Tim’’ Sul- 
livan. Becker makes it plain that he 
did not understand at any time that 
Sullivan Was Rosenthal’s partner, but 
that the Senator simply had loane4 
Rosenthal money with which to equ'p 
the gambling house. 

After Rosenthal’s place had been 
closed, the gambler published an article 
charging that Becker was the real own- 
er of a chattel mortgage on the gam- 
bler’s furniture. Becker declares he 
had little fear of this charge, but that 
Senator Sullivan, fearing the possible 
results of Rosenthal’s campaign, called 
Becker into a conference which Rose 
attended, and sald that Rosenthal mu3t 
be induced to leave town. 

Becker declared that thie could not 
be done, as it was necessary to his po- 
sition in the Police Department that 
Rosenthal’s statements be faced and 
disproved. To this he said Sullivan re- 
plied: 

“Where a fire of this kind in started 
there is no knowing where it will reach. 
Rosenthal has already been very close 
to me politically and personally, and 
once inquiries start they reach into elec- 
tion matters. Any secret investigations 
of elections by grand juries have always 
een sources of great trouble.” 

Attitude Was Appreciated. 

Becker replied that so far as he was 


would be fatal if it should be suspected 
that ‘Becker had connived at it. There- 
upon Sullivan said, according to Beck- 
er, that whatever happened in the row 
between Becker and Rosenthal, he want- 
ed the Lieutenant to promise never to 
mention the fact that Sullivan had 
spoken to him about letting Rosenthal 
open his place. This promise Becker 
rave. 

Becker says that Sullivan expressed 
warm appreciation of his attitude and 
added: “I would give $5000—yes, $25,000— 
to have prevented this thing, or stop it 
now if I eould.’’ 

Becker says he did not pay much at- 
tention to the remark, but that on the 
way home Rose said: ‘I wonder if the 
big fellow really has that much money 
at hand, if he needs to use it?’ Rose 
added something to the effect that he 
(Rose) could easily raise any money 
needed to get Rosenthal away, where- 
upon Becker declared that this must 
not be done. 

“Nothing more was ever said about 
Tim Sullivan putting up money to get 
Rosénthal away,” said Becker. 

“I Know Nothing of Crime.’ 

“The remark I have quoted about Sul- 
livan’s being willing to give a large sum, 
I interpreted merely as an expression 
of his anxiety to end this trouble, which 
Idid no: consider serious, but which 
he seemed to think might produce seri- 
ous consequences, as indeed it had." 

Becker says that on the day following 
nothing occurred to increase his appre- 
hension of Rosenthal. Thfs was the day 
before Rosenthal was killed. As to the 
actual killing he declares: 

“I know nothing whatever—I never did 
know anything about that dreadful 
crime.” 

The former Police Lieutenant says that 
his counsel have been diligently search- 
ing for proof that Rose was entrusted 
with a sum of money to be given Rosen- 
thal at the time of the shooting. It is 
difficult to obtain this evidence, he as- 
serts, as the information could come 
only from the gamblers who contributed 
the money, and among these he is with- 
out friends. 

Says “Big Tim” Was Worried. 

Becker says that just before his arrest 
he was told that “Big Tim’’ was nearly 
insane «bout Rosenthal’s murder; that 
he was afraid Becker would be arrest- 
ed because of the newspaper talk and 
wanted to be assured that, if Becker 
wére taken into custody, the latter 
would say nothing about Sullivan send-

Covers 60 Typewritten Pages. 

Becker’s account of his activities as 
head of the “strong arm squad,’’ when 
Herman Rosenthal was murdered, cov- 
ers more than 60 typewritten pages and 
is divided into two parts. 

The first part he wrote in the death 
house after the Court of Appeals refused 
to grant him a third trial. The second 
he told last week to Cockran. 
An attorney associated with Cockran 
said yesterday that application would be 
made to the Supreme Court for a new 
trial on the ground that Herman Rosen- 
thal was killed, not by order of Charles 
Becker, but by the agents of Jack Rose, 
who had been instructed by ‘‘Big Tim’’

Before Beckér’s appeal was taken to 
Albany by John B. Johnston, associate 
counsel, it was submitted to him for his 
signature. \The former Lieutenant signed 
both documents as his own story. 
Gambling Squad Career. 

In his statement Becker recounts 
practically his whole career as the 
commander of the gambling squad. 
The early part tells how he became 
acquainted with Jack Rose, whose 
testimony ultimately convicted him, 
and how Rose became -his stool.pig- 
eon, all of which was brought out in 
the two trials...Becker brings Big 
Tim Sullivan into the story in Janu- 
ary, 1912. His summons from. Big 
Tim, he says, came from Lafry Mulli- 
gan through Rose. The statement

Rose then asked me if Sullivan had told 
me Rosenthal could open his gambling 
house. I was afraid Rose was trying to 
find out what Tim said to me, and then 
tell Tim and make Sullivan distrust me, 
or that Rose was trying to learn some- 
thing by which he could hold a weapon 
over Sullivan or me, so I told Rose 
to see Tim himself. 
“Then Rose told me that Rosentha' 
told him that Tim had fixed it with 
Waldo for him to open his gambling 
house. Rose said that Rosenthal had 
asked him to become his partner. Rose 
said that if he was sure Rosenthal had 
the O K from Tim he would go in part- 
nership with Rosenthal, as be was sure 
they could make money. 

“Il now realize why Rose was such a 
willing stool-pigeon.’”’ 

Following this, according to Becker's 
statement, Rose and Rosenthal became 
partners. Becker explains the fact that 
he suggested a lawyer to fix up a mort- 
gage to make it appear Rose was not 
putting his own money in the Rosen- 
thal game, by saying Rose had told 
him Rosenthal knew all the East Side 
Jewish lawyers, that if one of them 
were employed, Rosenthal would be im- 
mediately tipped off Rose was really 
putting in his own money through a 
dummy. The partnership did not last 
long. On the opening night the house 
won $6000. But Rose told Becker Rosen- 
thal had used $3000 to pay old persona! 
debts and had ostensibly lost the bal- 
ance to two players, who, Rose charged, 
were dummies, ani who got $100 each 
from Rosenthal, the latter holding out 
the other $2800. Coming to the raid on 
Rosenthal’s place which precipitated the 
climax, Becker says: 

Waldo Ordered Rosenthal Closed. 

“It was just at this time Waldo 
sent for me and said he had heard 
Rosenthal was open and doing busi- 
ness. Thinking Waldo knew as much 
about it as I did, from what Tim had 
told me, I told Waldo I heard so, 
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Next time buy

“I took this with a grain of salt, 
as I thought Waldo wanted to be in 
a position—in the event Rosenthal 
talked of Tim’s part in it—that he, 
Waldo, had ordered me to close it. 
I decided to wait for further orders 
before acting. In a week or 10 days 
Waldo asked me what I had done to 
close Rosenthal. 

“I then decided to put it up to 
Waldo and told him that I heard 
‘Big Tim’ was backing Rosenthal, I 
did this to see if Waldo was sincere. 
When I told Waldo this, he said it 
made no difference who backed Ro- 
senthal, he must close. 

“Waldo then took a letter from his 
desk and told me to read it, and said 
he had sent a copy of it to Inspec- 
tor Hays. The letter was to the effect 
that if he—Hays—did not close Ro- 
senthal within 10 days he would 
cease to be an inspector of police. 1 
then told Waldo that if my raiding 
of Rosenthal meant the reduction of 
Inspector Hays I wished he would 
keep me out of the thing. Waldo then 
said he would not reduce Hays, but 
would transfer all his plain clothes 
men. This Waldo did. 

‘Inspector Hays told me that he 
had spent $152 in trying to get evi- 
dence against Rosenthal. If Hays 
told me the truth the department rec- 
ords will show it. 

Made Trouble for Police. 

“At this time I told Waldo of Rosen- 
thal’s penchant for making trouble for 
all the police who had raided him, and 
I cited the cases of Patrolmen Cody a1ml 
Murphy and of Capt. Boettlor. I told 
Waldo that I wanted to get as many 
men in Rosenthal’s house as possible to 
make sure that Rosenthal couldn’t cry 
‘frame up,’ as I felt sure he would do 
in event of only one man getting in 
and as he had done in all his previous 
troubles. 

“T asked Waldo to transfer Patrolman 
Shepard—a new man—to my squad. This 
Waldo did, on the llth or 13th of April. 
I then decided to pay no more attention 
to Sullivan, even thought I might be 
ground between the upper and nether 
stones. It was just at this juncture Rose 
showed his antipathy towards Rosenthal 
owing to the $6000 transaction. I, hav- 
ing the order to raid Rosenthal, sent 
for Rose and asked him if he would like 
to get even with Rosenthal. 

‘Rose asked me if I had an order to 
raid Rosenthal. I told him I had. Rose 
became very angry and said he now 
knew that Rosenthal had not only 
cheated him, but had also lied to him 
about the alleged protection he had 
from ‘Big Tim.’ Rose said the house 
still owed him about $300 or $400, and 
asked me to wait a few days until ae 
got the balance of his loan of $1500 out. 

“T told Rose it would take me some 
time to get the evidence unless he 
helped me by giving me information as 
to how my men could get in. Rose said 
he would help me and told me of a 
steerer named Hawks who made the 
Metropole Hotel his headquarters, & 
waiter in the same hotel, and a man 
named Smith, who could be found at 
the Hotel Caddilac. Rose told me that 
Rosenthal knew White from seeing him 
in court the time I raided him (Rose.) 

Plan for the Raid. 

“T asked Rose how we would man- 
age to get White in and Rose said 
that if he would let him know the 
night the officers were ready to go tu 
Rosenthal’s he—Rose—would go to 
Luchow’s on 14th street and telephone 
to Rosenthal to meet him there. In 
he interim my men could get in. This 
Rose did and it worked like a charm.

He then goes on to describe the 
manner in which Rose got Rosenthal 
to go to a boxing match and how 
Harry Vallon. signaled the raiding 
Squad the Rosenthal place was doing 
business and the time for a raid was 
Opportune and how the place was 
raided. He told of the arrest of Mrs. 
Rosenthal and of her plea that Rosen- 
thal be released and another man be 
taken in his place on the John Doe 
warrant. 

Following this came Roserthal’s com- 
paint to the District Attorhey and his 
affidavit, given to the New York World, 
implicating Becker in grafting.. Fol- 
lowing the publication of this affidavit 
he tells of his visit to the World oftice 
and of then having gone to Brighton 
Beach with his wife. 

Messenger From “Big Tim.” 

“We had just reached home when our 
Private telephone rang. I answered and 
found Mr. Applebaum on the wire, ‘Big 
Tim's’ secretary. He asked if he couid 
see me at once. I said yes. A short 
while afterward Mr. Applebaum arrived 
in an auto and came to our apartment. 
Mrs. Becker saw him. Applebaum said 
he had been sent by ‘Big Tim’ to bring 
me down to meet him at Sixtieth street 
and Broadway. I rode down with Ap- 
plebaum and when we arrived Tim got 
out of his automobile. Tim asked me to 
go upstairs to his office on the south 
side of the street. When we got into 
his office Tim said he had sent for me 
because he was worried to death about 
What Rosenthal was doing, that he was 
afraid Rosenthal would involve him, not 
only in his gambling house, but also in 
some election frauds on the East Side. 

“Tim said Rosenthal would do him 
immense harm if he dragged him into 
this mess. Tim said he had sent for 
me in relation to Rosenthal opening 
his gambling house. Tim said if I did 
mention it, it would ruin him. I prom- 
ised not to do so, no matter what Ro- 
senthal said. Tim said that he had sent 
Applebaum to see Rosenthal and offer 
him $5000 to leave town. Tim said Ap- 
plebaum had seen Mrs. Rosenthal that 
day and given her a hundred or two 
dollars. I do nut Know which it was. 
That he and Mrs. Rosenthal had prom- 
ised to keep her husband from making 
any more charges. 

"Tim said: ‘Now, I want you to as- 
sure me you won't bring me in this. 
If you don’t, I'm all right.” I made the 
Promise not to do so, and I have kept 
that promise until now. I then left for 
home about 1:3) a. m., Monday, July 15. 
The chauffeurs of Tim’s and Apple- 
baum’s automobiles and Applebaum can 
verify this.’’ 

Gets Repert of the Murder, 

He then tells how on Monday someone 
named “Brown” called him on the tele- 
phone and told him he could get an af- 
fidavit from Dora Gilbert, Rosenthal’s 
former wife, which would hurt Rosen- 
thal, and he assigned Rose to get the 
affidavit. That night he attended some 
boxing bouts at Madison Square Gar- 
cén and after the fight drove down to 
the World office to return some clip- 
pings about Rosenthal he had borrowed. 
He got home about 2:30 a. m. and had 
just removed his hat and coat when 
he was called on the telephone by a 
néwspaper reporter, who told him of 
hiosenthal’s murder. 

He says he thought the reporter was 
joking, but was finally convinced the 
man was in earhest and he expressed 
sorrow for Rosenthal's death and im- 
mediately came downtown. His state- 
ment of his actions from then until 
the following morning is the same 4s 
was brought out by the defense through 
various Witnesses at the trials. 

He goes at length into the efforts 
to find a notary to get an affidavit, 
offsetting Rosenthal’s charges, which 
former District Attorney Jerome, who 
had been brought in as legal adviser, 
thought shoula be got without delay, 
and finally had to take a stranger. 
none of his notarial friends being 
available. 

On the next morning he said he 
learned for the first time Rose was 
wanted for the murder, and was on 
his way to the Commissioner's office 
to tell deputy Commissioner Doherty 
where Rose could be found. When he 
reached the Commissioner's office he 
saw Rose sitting in there, he having 
given himself up. He then recounts 
how he was summoned by Commis- 
sioner Waldo and sent to Mayor Gay- 
nor, to whom he told all about his 
activities in the Rosenthal case and 
was informed by the Mayor that his 
only criticiem was for his having 
dined with Rosenthal at an Elks’ en- 
tertainmenht New Year's Eve. In his 
reference to this event, Becker in- 
sists Rosenthal did his utmost to 
force himee)f on his attention and 
how he had evaded thé gambler, fin- 
ally leaving the place just to get 
away from him. The statement then 
continues: 

Dida’t Have Aaythiang on Waldo. 

“Then the Mayor came out in open 
letter to Waldo, telling him to transfer 
me, no matter what the papers said. I 
believe that statement made the papers 
think I had something on the Mayor 
and villified me in the hope that I 
would tell it. I had nothing to teéll 
and was damned because I would not 
commit perjury like Rose. Besides, it 
was the general belief that I had some- 
thing on Waldo and I was pounded for 
that, too. I didn’t have anything, yet 
I was damned because I wouldn't tell 
something I didn’t know. 

“Tt continued my duties in the squad 
until July 2, when I was traneferred to 
the Sixty-fifth Precinct, where I at 
ence went on duty and continued until 
July 29, 1912, when I was arrested about 
8:30 p. ™. 

“On Saturday, July 77, at about & 
>. m, Harry Applebaum came to see 

at Sixty-fifth Precinct. I took him 
into the Captain's room—ex-Capt. Den- 
nis Brennan can verify this—where he 
told me Big Tim was nearly insane 
about Rosenthal’s murder, that Tim 
was afraid I would be arrested bécause 
of the newspaper talk and wanted to 
be assured that if I was I would not

“Applebaum said he was gcing to get 
permission to visit Rose, Webber an‘ 
Vallon in the Tombs on Sunday, July 28 
to find out if they would involve Big 
Tim and wanted to be assured again 
that if they didn’t I wouldn't 
either. Applebaum asked me where he 
could meet me Sunday night. I told him 
to come to the station house, as I was 
on desk duty. Applebaum did not want 
to do this, saying it might show con- 
nection between Tim and him and IL. 

“I told him he could meet me at 
18ist street and Amsterdam avenue 
at 1:30 a. m., Monday, July 29. This 
he did. Applebaum told me he had 
seen Rose, Webber and Vallon, and 
that they said they would protect Tim. 
I then said I would not mention Tim 
either in relation to the opening of 
Rosenthal’s house. 

“I left him and went home at 8 4. 
m. Monday I went in ‘reserve at 
Sixty-fifth Precinct, took desk at 5 
p. m. and was arrested at 8:30 p. m. 
I must admit that all I did by way 
of making raids was done under ex- 
plicit orders from Waldo. I had no 
say ag to who was to be raided.” 


Second Statement, 

In the second statement, edited by 
Bourke Cockran, Becker tells the Gov- 
ernor the previous statement was in- 
tended for use only after his death, but 
that it was sent to him in full because 
of the misleading statements publishe4 
in papers Monday and Tuesday. This 
statement is more of a legal argument 
than a statement of facts, and it goes 
over the same ground as the one pre- 
pared by Becker himself, but mM an 
argumentative way, assigning motives 
and drawing conclusions for the vVa- 
rious acts by Rose, all pointing to the 
fact that Rose was double-crossing, év- 
eryone with whom he was associated 
from start to finish. 

For instance. a point is made that Rose 
claimed to have secured a half interest 
in Rosenthal’s $12,500 gambling house 
for $1500, and the inference suggested 
that Rose was able to secure this ‘‘bar- 
gain’ through Rosenthal’s expectation 
the connection would save the house 
from being raided as a result of the re- 
lationship between Becker and Rose. 
The opening part of this section reviews 
the anomalous position of Becker in 
having to go for the last review of his 
case to a Governor who, as District At- 
torney, prosecuted him. This part of the 
statement reads as follows: 

“It is indeed true that under the 
constitution of this State before a 
man convicted of a capital offense 
can be actually put to death it is his 
right to have all the proceedings 
through which his conviction was se- 
cured reviewed by an independent and 
impartial mind occupying the execu- 
tive chair. Even though the judg- 
ment has been affirmed by every 
branch Of the judicial department, it 
still rernains the duty of the execu- 
tive to decide whether, considering 
the character of the witnesses who 
testified on the trial, the manner of 
conducting it or for any reason what- 
ever, the sentence against him shall 
be executed, modified or entirely re- 
mitted. 


Position of the Governor, 

“But the degree to which I can enjoy 
this right which the Constitution under- 
takes to bestow on me is 60 well stated 
in an editorial printed last Saturday by 
& prominent newspaper of New York 
City that the article is herewith 
transcribed: 

“ *‘WHITMAN AND BECKER. 

** ‘Should the innocence of evén partia) 
innocence of Charles A. Becker be dem- 
onstrated by a John Doe of any other le- 
gal proceeding, the position of Gov. 
Whitman will be most extraordinary. 
The Governor's entire political standing 
is based upon the convictions In the 
Rosenthal murder case.

would be most painful for him and his 
admirers to discover now that he had 
been the victim of blind sea' and misin- 
formed prejudice. We refuse to give 
credence to such a theory without over- 
wheiming proof.’ 

“I beg you to believe that this lan- 
guage is not quoted for any other rea- 
son than it shows with a clearnéds © 
which I could not command (and with 
a frankness which perhaps might not be 
seeming in me) that any review by the 
executive of the evidence given against © 
me or of the manner In which my pros- 
ecution was conducted must be the work 
of @ man whose present political emi- 
nence is built on my conviction and 
Whose political future must depend on 
my execution. 

“To ooviate this condition made pos- 
sible by a constitutional omission it was 
suggested to you on my behalf that 
ex-Chief Justice Andrews of the Court 
of Appeals or ex-Chief Judge Cullen, or 
some other citizen of prominent distinc- 
tion, be invited to examine the record 
and advise you of the executive's ac- 
tion which, for the credit of the State, 
should be taken with respect to the sen- 
tence of death pronounced on me. 


“Even after this proposal had been 
rejected, I still ventured to hope that 
the Hon. Willard Bartlet might give 
me permission to place before him 
certain facts hitherto undisclosed 
which I am now about to place be- 
fore you and (if he thought they jus- 
tified such a course) that he might 
then, on his own motion, make what- 
ever recommendation to you the 
highest interests of justice in his 
Opinion required. 

“Mr. Manton went to Albany, for 
the purpose of proffering a. request 
to this effect, but he failed to see 
the Chief Judge, On the facts dis- 
closed in the record of my trial the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
was asked to issue a writ of error 
On the grounds first, that the pro- 
ceedings against me in the courts of 
this State did not constitute the due 
process of law by which alone a 
citizen of the United States can be 
deprived of his life, and secondly, 
because the very serious complaints 
I have to make against the manner 
of my prosecution, must be addreased 
to a Governor who is the very per- 
son responsible for them as District 
Attorney, and that this has resulted 
in denying me equal protection of 
the laws with all other persons who 
have ever been accused of murder in 
this State. 

“The detailed assignments of error 
addressed to the Supreme Court in 
my behalf are annexed, | 

Application to Justice Hughes. 

“Mr. Justice Hugheg denied my ap- 
plication for a writ of error on the 
ground that all those matters and 


were within the jurisdiction of the 
State courts, and therefore no Fed- 
eral question was disclosed by the 
record. 

“There remaina a possibility that « 
writ of habeas corpus might lie to 
bring the whole proceedings before the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
including the question whether your jn- 
sistence on feviewing, as GoverRor, 
proceedings conducted against me by 
you as District Attorney is consistent 
with that equal protection of the laws 
to which I am entitled under the Constt- 
iution. 

“I have asked my counsel to state 
franikiy whether in his judgment the 
HKupreme Court (if the case were to 
come before it on habeas corpus) would 
be likely to reverse the judgment 
against me. He answered that the only 
ground on which the Supreme Court 
could be asked to set aside my con- 
viction is that from the morngiit when, 
at the opening of my second trial, I of- 
fered proof that the Distriet Attorney, 
instead of protecting my constitutions! 
tights, as he was sworn to do, had 
actually conspired to invade thein by 
cireulating false and scandalous state- 
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a member of the Federal Reserve 
Bank. It is, therefore, under United 
States Government control and su- 
pervision.

Valuations Filed Since 49 Other 
Tax-Dodgng Cases Were 
Listed by Post-Dispatch. 


Since the Post-Dispatch, a few weeks 
ago, published the inventories of 49 
estates, and compared the taxable per- 
sonal property of each estate with the 
last tax return made by the individual 
before death, to show the extent of tax 
dodging in St. Louis, the inventories of 
six other estates of considerable value 
have been filed in the Probate Court. 

The total value of the taxable per- 
sonal property of the six estates—bonds, 
cash, notes, goods and chattels—as 
shown by the inventories, was $222,881. 
The tax return on all of this property 
was $1120, less than one-half of one 
per cent of the inventoried value of the 
property. 

The par value of the property escap- 
ing taxation, belonging to these estates 
was $221,761. The loss to the city in 
taxes, on these six estates amounted to 
more than $6200 a year. 

Judge Divelbiss of Richmond, Mo., has 
succeeded in increasing the personal tax 
assessments in the three counties com- 
prising his judicial district by more than 
$5,000,000 by causing grand jury investi- 
gations of tax dodging. Circuit Attor- 
ney Harvey, Circuit Judge Fisher, who 
has charge of the grand jury, and the 
grand jury itself, have declined to make 
an investigation of tax dodging in St. 
Louis. 

The 49 estates compared by the Post- 
Dispatch several weeks ago showed an 
inventory value of $10,528,914.23 of tax- 
able personal property, and returns ag- 
gregating $2,012,990. Nearly $9,000,000 of 
taxable personal property belonging to 
these estates had been escaping taxa- 
tion under the returns made by the own- 
ers while they were living. The loss in 
revenue to the city, on these estates 
alone, amounted to more than $200,000 
a year. 


The inventory of every estate filed = 


the Probate Court since the first record 
was made up, when compared with the 
tax returns at the Assessor’s office, 
shows that tax dodging is a general 
practice. In not a single instance out of 
the 55 estates compared was there found 
a return in excess of one-fourth of the 
real value of the personal property, and 
in many cases no return whatever was 
made. Some of the returns listed less 
than one-hundredth part of the prop- 
erty subject to taxation.

ments to my injury. All the subse- 
quent proceedings as they are set out 
in the assignments of error were so 
utterly unfair that they constituted not 
an impartial trial to determine my guilt 
or innocence, but a conspiracy to bring 
about my conviction. 

“And counsel advised me that he did 
not believe the Supreme Court would 
ever render a decision condemning so 
sweepingly and seriously the entire ju- 
dicial process of a State. As this ques- 
tion, however, is entirely new, he 
thought it possible that a writ might 
be issued out of the United States Dis- 
trict Court and perhaps even a stay of 
execution might be granted pending de- 
cision by the Supreme Court. But as 
the only effect of this would be to de- 
lay death for a few months, I have in- 
structed him not to make the applica- 
tion. 

Appeal te the Governor, 

“Although it involves the unprecedent- 
ed (perhaps some would say preposter,; 
ous) proceeding of asking his excel- 
lency, Charlies 8S. Whitman, Governor of 
the State, to review, reverse and in 
some respects condemn the conduct of 
Hon. Charlies S. Whitman, District At- 
torney of New York County, in prose- 
cuting an indictment for murder against 
me, nevertheless, that my constitutional 
rights may be at least asserted. I ask 
your excellency most respectfully on 
the record submitted to Mr. Justice 
Hughes to forbid execution of the capli- 
tal sentence pronounced on me. 

“Il ask your excellency further, in 
the light of certain facts, now dis- 
closed for the first time, to forbid my 
execution, on the ground that my guilt 
of this murder is not established so 
clearly as to justify the taking of a 
human life by the public executioner. 
Here, sir, let me say that I do not ask 
any indulgence at your hands. 

“If I have actually committed the 
crime of which I have been found gullty, 
no criminal ever went to execution who 
more thoroughly deserved the punish- 
ment inflicted on him. 

“I was an officer of the law, and as 
such I was equipped with extraordinary 
power to be exercised first and above 
all for the safety of life and property. 
I have really and in fact abused these 
powers conferred on me for the pro- 
tection of life by perverting them to 
accomplish the destruction of life. then, 
indeed, I am doubly guilty. To the 
heinous crime of murdering a fellow be. 
ing I have added a species of treason 
against the community. To a criminal 
so depraved I freely concede there could 
be neither warrant nor justification for 
clemency. 

“Moreover, if I were given the 
choice between dying a felon's death 
in the electric chair and living a fel- 
on's life in a prison ceil, I should cer- 
tainly not be inclined to prefer the 
longer over the shorter agony. But I 
do revolt from being forced to bear; 
living or dead, the stigma of murder. 
i do not deserve the infamy. I am 
innocent as you of having murdered

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AMERICAN MEMBER 
OF FOREIGN LEGION 
DESCRIBES BATTLE 


Connecticut Man, Wounded, 
Writes to Comrade in Hospital 
of Fighting at Arras. 


PARIS, July 21.—The following letter 
was written by Paul Pavelka, an Amer- 
ican in the First Regiment of the For- 
eign Legion, which-has seen much hot 
fighting north of Arras, to Kiffin Rock- 
well, a brother voluntesr, who is in a 
hospital at Rennes from a wound re- 
ceived in an earlier fight. The writer, 
who was born in Connecticut, and wag a 
sailor before he enlisted, was known to 
his company as ‘‘the Skipper.’’ San 
Francisco had been his usual headquar- | 
ters. In a postcard written before the | 
letter he spoke of his wound as a bay- | 
onet wound. 

“Auxiliary Hospital No. 3.

“Having at last found a bed in this | 
hospital and resting tranquil I will let 
you know of my experiences since the 
beginning of the operations of June 16. 
The attack began at noon and was led | 
by the Moroccan division, as on May 
9. Battalion B let go first in our sec- 
tor, facing a most terrible fire of mi- 
trailleuse, rifle and shrapnel The only 
thing for us to do was to cover the 
ground as quickly as possible, which we 
did, reaching the first ‘Boche’ trench to 
find that they had fallen back to their 
second line. 


Head Over Hee.s Into Trenches. 
We took a short rest here, rallying, 


as many of our boys fell on the way 
over. The Greeks were behind us and 
soon came piling head over heels into 
the trenches were we were. Everything 
was mixed up from now on, as there 
were two battalions, C and B, in the 
short space of about 300 yards. 

“The next move was even more dif- 
ficult, for the Germans kept up a 
most brilliant rifle and artillery fire 
to keep our reserves from coming 
up. Nevertheless out of the trenches 
we climbed and headed for Trench 
No. 2 as quickly as possible. Here I 
got separated from the company, 
Nemorin and I being together. He 
soon got a bullet in the side, so I 
laid him in a Marmite (big shell) 
hole and pushed on. How many times 
I had to lie down I could not say, 
but eventually I managed to reach 
that dear old second line. 

“Some surprise was in store for 
me, As I reached the edge of the 
trench I noticed the gray caps of 
the Bavarians and almost at once I 
felt a stinging pain shoot through 
my left leg. I had got mine and 
dropped. just in front of the trench. 
The next was a mixup of howling 
and hurrahing, for Trailleurs, Zou- 
aves and the Legion were all piling 
in on them. It was soon over, the 
Germans getting out and running 
for their lives toward the rear with- 
out any arms. I got into the trench 
now and the rest went on. The blood 
ran freely from my wound and.-I put 
on a first aid bandage. ~ 

“As I lay there I saw many wound- 
ed coming in and also many prison- 
ers. I looked out of the trenches and 
could see our boys slowly gaining 
Hill 119, directly in front of me. It 
was easy to distinguish them, all 
having a piece of white cloth pinned 
on our backs without. haversacks. 

Makes Way to Rear Unaided. 

“I made my way to the rear un- 
aided and reached the first aid post, 
where I got a wagon to Camblin 
Abbey. There I saw Larsen, with his 
jaw shot away; Zannis. the Turk, 
with his hips torn off by a piece of 
shell, and others of our company. I 
heard that our Captain wag killed 
and that Kelly “#nd:"Smith » were 
wounded, but I do not know how truo 
it may be. 

‘This is a nice hospital, very nice peo- 
ple, many of them speaking enough En- 
glish to make things easy. I got a 
horse on you, though, for I had 10 pack- 
ets of tobacco in my sack when you 
only had six. Well, you lost yours, and 
so 4id I. But I should worry. I guess 
I shall find some more tobacco and pa- 
pers some day before long. Well, keep 
up your courage and get well again, s0 
that we can go back and pay them back 
in full.” 

The letter incidentally illustrates the 
mixed nationalities found in the For- 
eign Legion. The Greeks have been en- 
listing by thousands. More than 650% 
have come from Greece to join the 
French army, many being experienced 
soldiers. Nemorin, mentioned in the let- 
ter, is a Hindu, who has studied at Ox- 
ford. 

Edwin Kelly and C. Smith, reported 
as wounded, are both New Yorkers, the 
former being the son of a lawyer there, 
the latter having seen service in the 
Philippines. 

There were other Americans at this 
regiment who, as far as is known, were 
not wounded, Kenneth-Weeks and Scan- 
lon, a New York electrical engineer.

WIFEOF MANWHO 
1FD DOUBLE LIFE 
BEGINS MANY SUITS 


She Ties Up His Property and 
Gets Writ That Prevents 
His Flight. 


CHICAGO, July 21.—The two homes 
of Ralph B. Brumbaugh—the one 
where his wife lives and the one 
where live the woman he most loves 
and her two children—were imper- 
iled today by a series of legal actions 
taken by his wife. For seven years 
Brumbaugh, wealthy furniture dealer, 
and the little German immigrant girl, 
Margaret Schuetzel, who is the moth- 
er of his children, have prayed that 
the legal wife would get a divorce 
so that the Brumbaugh name might 
be given to the children. For seven 
years Mrs. Brumbaugh permitted her 
husband to maintain two homes antl 
to live a dual life but would not di- 
vorce him. And now by ‘her latest 
actions she has threatened the de- 
struction of both homes together. 

She hag sued her husband, not for 
divorce, -but for a separate mainte- 
nanhee. She sued for an injunction to 
prevent his disposing of his property 
and she took out a writ of ne exeat 
to keep him from fleeing the city. 
More than that, she laid her case be- 
fore the Federal authorities with a 
view to further proceedings which 
may lead to a Mann aet prosecution 
or to the deportation of the mother 
of Brumbaugh’s children under the 
immigration laws. 

Brumbaugh’s Outlook Gloomy. 
eBrumbaugh has been served with 
the papers in the various suits, It 
was On the ne exeat order that he 
was arrested and taken to jail until 
he could obtain a $2500 bond. The 
outlook for him and for the woman 
he prefers to his wife is gloomy. 

Earlier in the day they thought 
it was bright. But that was when 
they thought that Mrs. Brumbaugh, 
in the generous spirit she had shown 
vear after year hitherto, would pave 
the way to their happiness by suing 
for divorce. It ig. said she expected 
to do so—as a final sacrifice. But at 
the last minute she failed. 

“So she says I stole her husband? 
absurd, ridiculous. As if any woman 
can steal a man,” said Margaret 
Schuetzel today. ‘“‘She is to blame. She 
knews it. She knew it come years ago. 
When 1 went to her home as an im- 
migtant girl still in my teens I spon 
realized love was a lottery. In this 
case the man held the losing ticket. 

“His Life Was Purgatory.” 

“His daily life as I witnessed it, was 
a continuous purgatory. I sympathized 
with him: he craved sympathy; we 
soon became friends. This friendship 
and it was an honorable one, soon 
ripened into love. This Woman was not 
an infatuation, it was and is the iove 
of a true woman for an honorable man. 

‘““No one can separate us, no one will. 
T shall defend him until eternity. Look 
at those two darling ktabies. There 
should be no better evidence of my 
love for the man TI shall always 
honor and respect.

Make Aldermen Truly Representative. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

May we call your attention to another proposal 
for the make-up of the Board of Aldermen in ad- 
dition to the two mentioned in your editorial of 
July 15, which were (1) election by wards or (2) 
a reduction of the size of the board if elected 
at large. 

That proposal is proportional representation, 
which would give us a board made up of the rep- 
resentatives of all groups and interests in the 
city strong enough to poll a substantial vote. 


OUR DAILY BREAD. 

The price of gas is regulated by law. So is the 
price of electricity. The cost of travel, by steam 
or electric line is regulated by law. Milk is reg- 
ulated as to quality but not as to price. The qual- 
ity of meat, of most articles of food, other than 
bread, is looked after by government, national, 
state and city. Drugs are regulated, as to quality 
and ingredients, by law. 

But our daily bread, once called the staff of 
life, and really the most important article of the 
average man’s diet, is left, as to quality, quantity 
and price, in private hands. 

The manufacture of bread should need no pub- 
lic regulation or interference. It is a simple in- 
dustry, so far carried on by professional bakers 
and by housewives. Flcur can be bought by any- 
one. Fuel has not been cornered. Bread can be 
made with home-produced yeast, or with none. 
And, in spite of attempts to form bakery combines, 
the competition in bread making and bread selling 
is still active. The local combine states that it 
controls only 25 per cent of the bread consumed 
in St. Louis. 

But this state of things may not last. Capital 
is always looking around for new fields for invest- 
ment. The time may come when regulation as 
to price, quantity and quality shall be demanded. 
‘It will be hastened by such action as that admitted 
by the St. Louis combine in attempting to deceive 
the public and to impose upon it inferior brands 
of bread in order to confuse the consumer in his 
choice. 

We must have good bread, at reasonable prices. 
Much has been done in the way of improved bak- 
ery buildings and equipment. But the product is 
Good bread, a satisfactory size of 
loaf and a reasonable price are the conditions 
necessary to keep official fingers out of the baker’s 
mixing trough, 
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A JUSTIFIED REBUEE. 

Secretary Redfield administered a merited re- 
buke to the parties responsible for the publica- 
tion of the “poison shell” advertisements. His 
official investigation revealed nothing to lessen 
their offense. It was so serious as to invite pro- 
tests from several European Governments, and 
the administration did well in publicly censuring 
both the magazine and the Cleveland concern. 

The advertisement created the impression that 
the machine offered for sale by the Cleveland 
company was to be used in the manufacture of 
“poison shells,”” and dwelt on the cruel nature of 
the death inflicted by them. If that was not the 
purpose of the persons behind it, it was the result 
of their lack of judgment. They have offered vari- 
ous excuses, without undoing any of the mischief 
caused by their efforts to make money for them- 
selves. 

In Europe and in this country the advertisement 
caused widespread indignation. It was taken to 
mean that the Americans were actively engaged in 
the manufacture of poisonous missiles, which they 
recommended especially because of the frightful

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BEFORE THE PURE MILK CAME. 

In a house on a downtown street, rented by the 
Parents because the father’s work hours were 
long and exacting, a baby lay gasping in its 
cradle. It had just arrived at the interesting age, 
when its blue eyes lit up with an intelligent smile 
and it responded to real talk with the most re- 
markable little baby words.

A thousand dol- 
lars to the credit of the fund by the end of this 
week is gratifying.

The children will continue to do their part. But 
our ‘grown-up folks should not withhold their 
hands from this life-saving work.

The need is greater 
than ever. The response must be commensurate.

WEST POINT AND ANNAPOLIS. 
In seeking to frame a definite military policy, 
to which the country at present seems thoroughly 
alive, too much stress cannot be laid upon the ef- 
ficacy of our two great schools, West Point and 
Annapolis, which are universally acknowledged as 
the peers of any in the world. 

The most important factor in the formation of 

an army is to have educated officers to train the 
men. This, though always having been the case, 
grows more imperative each year with the ad- 
vance of science and the complications of warfare. 
It takes six months to train a soldier, but many 
years to make an Officer. 
Would it not be a good business proposition, not 
only to run these schools to their full limit, but 
increase their capacity? Even though the two 
branches of the service could not utilize all the 
graduates, what better asset could the country 
have than the surplus of these young men, in 
civil life scattered throughout the various states? 
Let those who are framing our military policy 
not overlook what we have.

Stock Scores New High Record 
in Wall Street; Other 
Shares Firm. 


By Lensed Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 21.—The Evening 

Post, in its copyrighted financial review 


today, says: 

he riot of speculation in the ‘war 
order stocks’ continued unchecked to- 
day, while it was in progress, the stand- 
ard investment shares stood still—a not 
at all unfamiliar phenomenen in a mar- 
ket where speculative imagination has 
gone crazy in a given group of stocks. 
It ceased to be even commented on that, 
in the forenoon trading, Republic Steel 
should have been dealt in seven times 
as extensively as Reading; American 
Can 15 times as largely as Unton Pa- 
cific, and Westinghouse Electric 20 
times as heavily as St. Paul. The fact, 
obvious to anyone of the least experi- 
ence in the market was that a gaim- 
bling mania of the blindest character, 
and of large proportions, had converged 
on this single group of stocks, and that 
the rest of the market was acting witn 
the greater caution because of it. 

“In these stocks of companies with 
more or less interest, as the case may 
be, in contracts for munitions, prices 
moved in accordance with the extrava- 
fant volume of transactions. The par- 
ticular ‘war order’ stock,’ _concerning 
which an officer of the company had 
warned the investing public that Wall 
street was recklessly exaggerating the 
possibilities, opened 1% points higher 
and rose 6 points further during the day. 
Advances of 3 or 4 points were common-! 
place; the drift of the market seemed 
to be altogether in one direction. 
rally. such a panorama had its usual 
effect on the speculative outside public, 
and the market presented the appear- 
ance which it is apt to do, when all re- 
straints of judgment and common sénse 
have been cast off.
